REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 



2. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for Allowance: 



The previous rejection of record, mailed on 10/17/07 is herby withdrawn in view of: 

(i) Applicant's amendment filed 10/17/07; 

(ii) Applicant's arguments that the prior art references administering an agent that activates a 
PTH/PTHrP receptor to the different, non-overlapping subject, i.e. not to the subject that is a 
bone marrow donor who has donated bone marrow or is a bone marrow donor who has yet to 
donate bone marrow or bone marrow transplant recipient, as recited in the instant claims. 

The prior art does not teach or suggest a method for enhancing the growth or maintenance of 
hematopoietic progenitor cells in a subject as recited in claims 12-15, 22, 41-45.
